arms: No firearms to be discharged in the 
boundaries of the town of Harper City. 

Sam Marrow was the kind of a cowboy who 
can best be described as an overgrown kid who 
wanted fun at somebody else's expenses. He 
read the ordinances and then told his friends: 

"I come into town tomorrow shooting. Let 
the sheriff or the judge try to stop me.” 

The rumor soon spread and everyone waited 
to see what would happen. Late in the after¬ 
noon Sam rode into town. He held a six gun 
in each hand. He shot at everything. Then he 
dismounted and walked into the Big Drink 
Cafe. 

"Nobody stopped me,” he grinned. “I can 
still do what I want and get away with it.” 

No sooner had he finished those words when 
six men who had been sworn in as special 
deputies pounced on him. Next thing he knew 
he was hustled away to jail where he remained 
for three days. Then he was brought before 
Judge Benson. The evidence was presented. 
"Guilty or Not Guilty?" demanded Judge 
Benson. 

A bewildered Sam found he had to plead 
guilty. Too many had seen him shoot off those 
guns. Especially the three old women who had 
watched from behind the windows of their 
homes. He got a shocker when he heard his 
sentence: "Twenty days in jail. A fine of one 
hundred dollars. If not paid to be worked off at 
the rate of one dollar a day in jail.” 

Sam remained in jail for twenty days. His 
friends raised the money. He was a different 
man when he came out into the fresh sun¬ 
shine. He said something that was to be a classic 
for the next twenty-two years during which 
Judge Benson carried out his duties: "The Law 
is here to stay!” 

For the next month there were only minor 
cases before His Honor. Then came the case 
of Walter Carey, owner of the Big Carey 
Spread. Chet Letner was a sheep man. Carey 
had told him he had exactly two weeks to get 
out of the county. No room for sheep men 
next to cattlemen. One morning Chet found 
most of his sheep had been driven over a cliff. 
He was broke. And Carey boasted of what he 
had done. 

Chet went to the sheriff and the two went 
to the judge. They waited until Carey came to 
• town to get some money at the bank. Then he 
was arrested. Carey was furious. He didn’t deny 
what he and his men had done. He was going 
to make things clear to that judge. 

"Sheep ruin everything for cattle,” he ex¬ 
plained. "They eat right down to the roots of 
the grass. They get the water muddy. I hive to 
protect my investment.” 

Carey found he was under criminal indict¬ 


ment as well as facing a civil suit for damages. 
He posted five thousand dollars bail. Two weeks 
later the civil suit began. Carey began to sweat 
as the evidence began to pile up against him. 
The verdict in favor of the sheep man was to 
the tune of S3,000. Then Carey smiled. To him¬ 
self he said: Let him try to collect it. 

Judge Benson knew his law. The sheep had 
been on free land which was owned by the 
Feredal Government. So he sent to Fort Sill 
and got a small detachment of cavalry to help 
him. They rode right into the Carey spread and 
posted the attachment. The Court was taking 
over the property. It would sell at auction 
to pay off the sum due. Carey paid and he was 
a different man. He, like others, had learned 
that the law was more powerful than brute 
force. All men were subject to it — big or small, 
rich or poor! 

The first hanging took place in September, 
1876. Two men had tried to hold up the stage 
coach. The driver was killed in the exchange 
of bullets and a passenger serfously wounded. 
The sheriff and his men went on the trail of 
the two stage agents and brought them back. 
They were jailed and tried for murder in the 
first degree. Found guilty, they paid the ex¬ 
treme penalty of the law. 

The reputation of Judge Benson spread. What 
was very important was that settlers came into 
the vicinity. They wanted to raise families in 
a place where law and order were respected. 
And one. important principle was laid downs 
You had no right to take the law into your 
own hands — even if you were right. Pete 
Garrison was a well-known gambler at that 
time. He had a debt of several hundred dollars 
due to him for the sale of some horses. He 
couldn’t collect it. So he thought he would use 
physical force. He was arrested and fined and 
sent to jail for ten days. Later, he sued in the 
court and did get the money due him. 

"Never too late to learn,” he admitted. "Some 
judge we got!" 

Judge Benson and Jim Davis became great 
friends. Jim had a young sister Eileen and soon 
the judge was courting her. They were married 
and it was one of the biggest affairs ever held 
in that part of the country. Even the Governor 
attended. He was proud of the fact that he had 
appointed such an able man to the bench. 

At the end of his first ten years, the citizens 
of the entire community presented Judge Ben¬ 
son with a gold plaque which was hung in his 
new courtroom. It read: 

"The quick, efficient and honest administra¬ 
tion of the law is the best guarantee that out 
Republic will always be strong.”
